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London 2012 news round-up

‘THE GAMES will be a sell out’ - 
2012 Olympics chairman Sebastian 
Coe made that guarantee during his 
tour of Hadleigh’s mountain biking 
track last week. 

Lord Coe, who is chairman of the 
London Olympic Committee 
Organising the Games, believes all 
6.6million tickets available for the 
36 events across the UK will be 
purchased. 

The former Olympic gold medal¬ 
list toured Hadleigh Farm, which is 
hosting the two-day mountain bik¬ 
ing competition last Wednesday, 
and he believes the event will be 
one of the first to sell out. 

Lord Coe said: “The Games will 
sell out and Hadleigh will be one of 
the first - it is one of the competi¬ 
tions the Great Britain team could 
win gold in. 

“Mountain biking 
is a fast, exciting and 
unpredictable sport 
and the races have 
one the best 
Olympic backdrops I 
have ever seen. 

“I am pleased we 
are at this stage 
where we have a 
completed course 
with just less than 
500 days before the 
Olympics. 

“This is a real tes¬ 
tament to Essex County Council’s 
hard work.” 

The borough tour saw Lord Coe 
also visit Hadleigh Fire Station, 
which will be turned into a cultural 
hub for the Games. 

Salvation Army workers then 


showed 
Olympic offi¬ 
cials around 
the viewing 
area for ticket 
holders - just 
yards from the 5.1km track. 

Pupils from Hadleigh Junior 
School - the closest school to the 
Hadleigh Farm - were then handed 
an Olympic plaque for their role in 
naming sections of the track. 

Lord Coe then joined Essex 


County Council’s cabinet member 
for the Games, Stephen Castle, and 
the GB team on a small race before 
competitors tested rock climbs and 
declines. 

Mr Castle said: “Getting the track 
completed has been a real test, 
especially when we had the snow 
earlier this year. 

“At one stage, people were snow¬ 
boarding down the Olympic track, 
not cycling on it. 

“I am proud that Hadleigh has 


become one of the first to official¬ 
ly complete an Olympic event. 

“There is still a lot of work to do 
yet, but we have hit a major mile¬ 
stone.” 

The track will be tested on 
Sunday, July 31, before the compe¬ 
titions take place over the weekend 
on August 11 and 12, 2012. 

Ticket prices will range from £20 
to £45 with some discounts, such as 
the Pay Your Age scheme, avail¬ 
able. 




‘Challenging’ 

OLYMPIC hopefuls have described 
Hadleigh’s mountain biking track as ‘one 
of the toughest’ they have faced. 

Liam Killeen, perhaps Britain’s best 
hope for a medal, joined GB riders David 
Fletcher, Kenta Gallagher, Katy Winton 
and Lily Matthews for the first ride out on 
the course. 

The rider, from Worcestershire, who won 
gold at the 2006 Commonwealth Games, 
is hoping he will get the opportunity to 
compete against other countries in 2012. 

He said: “The course will bring out the 
best in everyone. Races will be exciting, 
performed at the highest standard and I 
would not be surprised if there are a few 
crashes. 

“The rock features are tough, but the 
climbs are tougher. Hadleigh is certainly 
one of the toughest tracks I have faced.” 

Building work at the 500-acre Hadleigh 
Farm site started last July with more than 
500 tonnes of rock and 3,500 tonnes of 
crushed stone used. 

Each race will last between 90 and 105 
minutes. Every lap also includes an eleva¬ 
tion change of about 107 metres. 

Up to 100 riders will be invited to the test 
event in July, and 50 male and 30 female 
riders will compete at the Olympics. 

GB rider, Lily Matthews, said: “I would 
love to be named as one of the females 
who will represent our country in the 
Games. It is going to be tough. 

“As for the course, I would not call it 
extreme, but the climbs are very challeng¬ 
ing. Hadleigh will test all the riders com¬ 
peting.” 

The course was initially meant for Weald 
Country Park, in Brentwood, until organis¬ 
ers decided it was not challenging enough.
